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Funding explained 


For anyone applying to Blackburn 
College who is over 19 years old, 
some tuition fees and exam fees 
might apply. 

However, there are a number of opportunities to help you 
reduce or even eliminate costs enabling you to either study for 
free or study with no upfront fees. 

The funding you can claim will depend on your personal 
circumstances and the course you are studying. 

If you have any questions or concerns about finance and 
funding, then please do not hesitate to get in touch with our 
Student Finance team at The Hub on 01254 29 29 29 or email 
thehub@blackburn.ac.uk who’ll be able to help you 
understand all your available options. 


Courses with Funding available 

You can get funding for many courses in this guide depending 
on your own personal circumstances - for example if you are 
receiving Jobseeker’s Allowance or Universal Credit. 

Courses that this applies to have been marked with an £ 
symbol. 

We recommend all potential applicants speak to our Student 
Finance team - they will run through funding options and help 
with study choices. 


Loans 

Many of our adult students pay nothing for their course upfront. 
Instead, Adult Learner Loans or Tuition Fee Loans are available 
from the Government. These are not like loans that you get from 
a bank. No salesperson will call at your house and taking out one 
of these loans will not affect any other loans you may have, or 
affect a mortgage for example. You only repay these loans when 
you earn over £25,000 a year. 

Look out for courses with Q against them which highlights 
when you can get a loan for that course. 


Pay in instalments 

Where you choose a course that requires you to pay fees, you 
can opt to pay in instalments if the course costs more than £100 
and is 14 weeks in length or over. 

You can choose to pay in the following way: 

□ Minimum 30% deposit of the total fees due are paid at enrolment. 
These can be paid by cash, debit/credit card or cheque. 

□ Balance of 70% to be paid via Direct Debit. Depending on 
the length of your chosen course, this can be anywhere 
between two and six monthly payments. 

Look out for courses with the symbol O nex *them which 
highlights when you can pay in instalments. 

This is not applicable for modular payments or when an 
employer is funding your course.

Many people do not realise that you are able to study an 
Apprenticeship as an adult. An Apprenticeship is not just 
for school leavers.

If you are already employed... 

If you are already employed, speak to your employer about 
whether you will be able to do an Apprenticeship alongside 
the job you already do.

If you wish to retrain in a new area or start a new career 
you can also use an Apprenticeship to help you. There are 
a range of Apprenticeship vacancies that you can apply for 
all year round.

Apprenticeship Fees 

Generally speaking, you will incur no costs doing an 
Apprenticeship and not have to pay any training costs 
or tuition fees. This applies to Higher and Degree 
Apprenticeships too, with some exceptions. For example, 
some Apprenticeships are accredited by a professional 
body - such as CIPD. Where this is the case, you may 
be required to gain membership with the accrediting 
professional body for the duration of your Apprenticeship. 
Visit the website of the accrediting professional body for 
membership fee details.
